WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


The nations 
of earth 
are now exer- 


cised at the bestowal 
of a new title 


upon Her Majesty, the Queen of Great 
Britain, which was 
granted by Par- 


liament In consequence 
of jaitat may 


be termed a revival of the ancient 
te- 


nacity among 
the crowned 
heads 
to 


the distinctions and relative conside- 
rations attached 
to hereditary 
titles. 


That Victoria is now an Empress 
re- 


ally gives her no more executive pow- 
er, nor does it add to her emoluments 
as the head 
of the nation than when 


she 
was 
simply Queen. 
In 
ancient 


days when the rank of Kings was es- 
tablished, 
the power of these rulers 


was limited, ami in the same 
nation 


there 
were often 
many Kings. 
The 


dictionary gives the definition ofKing 
as a ruler of a nation?one 
who has 


supreme authority. 
An empire is de- 


fined as the country or countries under 
the jurisdiction of an Emperor. 
The 


Emperor, it will be thus seen, may be 
the supreme 
ruler over a number 
of 


kingdoms. 
The German 
Empire, 
as 


now constituted, 
is composed 
of an 


assemblage 
of kingdoms 
and 
states. 


Originally Kings were 
but the chief 


rulers 
over comparatively 
small 
do 


minions. 
By conquest aud voluntary 


union for defense empires were created 
and the title of Emperor has for cen- 
turies been recognized 
as having 
pre- 


cedence iv diplomatic 
intercourse 
and 


international 
standing. 
The 
great 


powers 
or 
Europe 
are 
now, 
save 


France, 
under Imperial rule, and yet 


it is all a conventionality. 
The con- 


stitutional 
power of these 
sovereigns 


is not increased except in the case of 
Russia,where 
the Czar exercises 
prob- 


ably a more imperious sway of author- 
ity than either the Emperor of Ger- 
many or of Austria. 
History tells us 


that the title of "Emperor, or Imper- 
ator?commander?originally 
was be- 


stowed upon the c' lef commanders 
of 


great armies." 
Cajsar was the first to 


acquire 
it, forty-five years 
before 


Christ. 
All governments of the Old 


World obtained 
their existence 
from 


the exercise of the military power,and 
upon tbe ruins of republics and king- 
doms empires 
have been establi-aed. 


There is nothing in the constitution of 
Great Britain that prohibits her tak- 
ing the title of Empress of the Indies, 
but as to Great Britain proper she can 
have no other title titan that of Queen. 
This 
additional 
title only gives 
her 


an equal footing with the other great 
powers iv the conventionalities 
of di- 


plomatic 
intercourse 
with other 
na- 


tions. 
In addition 
to this, 
it places 


the children 
of her Majesty on 
an 


equal 
footing with the 
princes and 


princesses 
of tlie other crowned 
heads. 


There has been considerable difference 
of opinion among some of our contem- 
poraries on this matter, 
and 
we give 


these views as a correction of etrone- 
ous ideas upon a subject that concerns 
Americans as much as the methods 
ol 


conducting the harems of the Sultan. 
Yet it is a 
matter 
of comment, the 


world over. 
There is really nothing 


in tlie name, and ifVictoria 
is any 


the happier 
because 
her Parliament 


has 
condescended 
to give her 
this 


empty honor, 
we congratulate 
her in 


her increased felicity. 


Any one at all conversant with tbe 


system 
of cliques 
and 
the 
interior 


workings of politics iv New York, ni- 
ter reading the dispatches 
from 
that 


quarter for the last few days, 
can

ren waste, and was purchased for s 
nominal sum. 
To-day everything 
about the 
locality suggests pros 
perlty, romance and a full enjoyment 
of life. 
With tropical fruits ever 
blossoming, always Opening, flowers 
of every description mingling tlieir 
perfume with the fragrance of the 
orange, and the fullness of uii ideal of 
hoine-ciimfort about us, one may be 
pardoned for indulging in a small de­ 
glee of covetousness. 
Mr. Garey lias 
wrought out this result witli his own 
hands, so to speak, and has well 
earned tne fruit of his labor that be 
now enjoys. After leaving his nursery, 
a visit was made to the Co operative 
Nursery, where there are over four 
hundred thousand trees, the largest 
orange orchard anti nursery in tiie 
world. In this Mr. Garey is a large 
stockholder. There are in this truct 
about two hundred acres. 
In four 
years more the orchards here will 
yield immensely. 
All of the trees are 
looking finely, and the grounds are 
kept in capital order. The enterprise 
cannot fail to he a grand success. 
Mr. 
G. A. Smith has purchased about 
6,050 trees of this Company, which he 
has had set out on a truct near by, un­ 
der tiie direction of Mr. Garey. They 
are all looking well, and witli proper 
care the orchard cannot fail to be as 
profitable as any of its size. The tract 
contains fifty acres, and besides the 
orange trees has six hundred walnut 
and two hundred apple and other 
not them fruit trees.
